Harry Fisher has reported that the Board of Directors 
of the Credit Union voted a 6% dividend for the third quarter ending 30 Sept 
You will recall that for the first quarter, 5-1/2% was paid and for the second 
quarter, 6 % was paid. The Credit Union hoped to pay more than 6% for the 
third quarter but found that 6% is the maximum allowable. Therefore, the 
Board of Directors has voted to give all persons paying on loans a 10% rebate 
on the interest they paid during the third quarter.
